The Headsman's Ax 


Decapitation as the death penalty has 


returned to Germany. The newspapers of - 


the world reported this a few weeks ago 
in a dispatch from Berlin: “A gigantic 
hand-swung ax, a heavy wooden block, and 
a ‘headsman’ in full evening dress today 
officially became Germany’s method of ex- 
acting. retribution from all prisoners con- 


' victed of social and political crimes carry- 


ing the penalty of death.” ‘The dispatch 
gave. the further news that “ruthless and 
unrelenting punishment,” and, “make the 


prisons such ‘a terror one will ever want 
to return,” would Ge aiiactes of the new 
scheme of present reform. The Secretary 
of State told the German press that “ex- 
piation must again be made the purpose of 
punishment,” The ax and the rods are 
the “fasces” of the symbol of Mussolini’s 
Fascist rule over the resurrected Roman 
empire. The significance of all this is 
apparent. Governmental control, by what- 
ever name, is becoming more pronounced 
and extreme. So-called individualism is 
“fading out of the’ picture.” The world 
is being swiftly. prepared for the arising 
of a world-emperor who will “cause that 
as many as would not worship the image of 
the beast should be killed” (Rev. 13: 15). 
And this means that One who died on the 
cross an expiatory death for our sins, so 
that we who deserve to be punished by the 
second death need not die but may live 
forever in his fellowship, is coming soon 
to reign over this earth in righteousness,

is one such on the wall of Bethany Church, 
in Philadelphia, where John Wanamaker 


lived and labored for many years. On a 
white marble tablet just inside the door are 
engraved the following words: 


In Lovinc Memory 
OF 
JoHN WANAMAKER 


“By reason of him many went 
away and believed on Jesus.” 


Mr. Wanamaker’ was indeed a witness to 
the saving power of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and his many years of service as a Syriy- 
school superintendent and Bible ' class 
teacher, as well as in his personal friend- 
ships and visitations among the lowly mem- 
bers of his large parish, justify the beau- 
tiful quotation from the Scriptures that now 
honors his memory. The inspired words 
were written by John concerning Lazarus. 
After the Lord had raised Lazarus from 
the dead, not only was the enmity of the 
Jews against the Lord increased, but “the 
chief priests consulted that they might put 
Lazarus also to death; because that by 
reason of him many of the Jews went away, 
and believed on Jesus.” That result ought 
always to follow every resurrection from 
spiritual death to. spiritual. life. 


Persistent Prayer That Prevails 


ITH graphic brevity our Lord 
W shows the essentials needed in the 

use of the mighty weapon God has 
graciously placed in our hands — prayer. 
He reveals them in two illustrations given 
in the eleventh and eighteenth chapters of 
Luke’s Gospel; He draws the pictures from 
the events of ordinary life, but these in- 
stances, with unusual: settings, are delib- 
erately chosen to heighten the coloring, and 
enforce the application. 

In the first illustration we see the com- 
mon event of one friend visiting another. 
But the hour of arrival was midnight! 
This, even among Eastern travelers who 
prefer journeying in the cool of the day, 
was an unseasonable hour. However wel- 
come the guest may have been, the arrival 
must have caused some stir in the house- 
hold, and great was the dismay of the 
host to find that he had nothing to set 
before his friend. The situation was ex- 
tremely distressing, for not to place food 
before a guest in the East is a great breach 
of courtesy involving the loss of prestige. 

In this plight came the happy thought 
to borrow from a neighbor the necessary 
food. Arriving at the neighbor’s. door, 
the man in need knocks and, succeeding 
in arousing the neighbor out of sleep, makes 
his request. _But the one who he was con- 


fident -would -deliver him out of his trouble 
is quite insensible to his need. “Trouble 
me not,” comes the sleepy reply in annoyed 
tones, “the door is now shut, and my chil- 
dren are with me in bed; I cannot rise 
and give thee.” The man standing at the 
door is astounded at the answer, failing 
to remember that one suddenly aroused 
out of sleep is more inclined to be a foe 
than a friend. His friend inside -was in 
bed and at ease, and not inclined to recog- 
nize the urgency of the request or to re- 
spond to the claims of friendship. 

But the suppliant outside was burdened 
with his position, and the fact that his friend 
had turned a deaf ear to his cry and disre- 
garded the sanctity of friendship only made 
him the more urgent. He was not pre- 
pared to accept the prevarication, born of 
ease, “I cannot rise.” He was determined 
to have his need supplied and was shame- 
less in disturbing his friend. With tenacity 
of purpose he persisted in his knocking, 
the sound of which broke the stillness of 
the night. Forgetful of all else but his 


extremity and the waiting guest, he re- 
fused to take a denial; he had set his heart 
upon the shut door being opened and his 
request granted. 

At last his friend, thoroughly aroused 
out of his ease and anxious to get rid of 
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the disturber clamoring at his door, gets 
out of bed and gives him, not merely the 
three loaves he first requested, but as many 
as he needed. Happy was the home-going 
of the persistent suppliant as he carried 
the precious food to place before his guest 
and dispense the hospitality that to him was 
a bounden duty. His was the importunity 
that impelled and reaped its abundant re- 
ward. 

How graphic the picture drawn by our 
Lord for our prayer life! This is the 
intensity he expects in the world’s mid- 
night. Do we pray in this fashion and 
prevail? As we look upon the world to- 
day in its chaos, problems, perplexities, 
and dire need, do we as ambassadors of 
Christ and intercessors take up our com- 
mission aud pray with the intensity and 
abandonment of the one portrayed in the 
picture? As the traveler, in Christ’s mas- 
ter sketch, turned in to his friend, so the 
travelers in the world turn to the churches 
in the hour of darkest night. And what 
have the churches to give? Alas, that 
so many have no bread to dispense nor 
ability to fulfill the rdle of intercessors! 

But we know the One who can supply 
all and meet the world’s need. We know 
the willingness of God to hear and respond. 
Are we fulfilling our office as intercessors? 
God can work as mightily as in the past, 
and the indifference and apathy in the world 
form only a greater platform for the re- 
vealing of his great power and glory. And 
is not the indifference in the world largely 
due to the indifference of the Christian? 
He so often fails to intercede, and, with 
sadness be it said, is as often guilty of 
“limiting the Holy One of Israel.” 

In view of the fact that “the weapons 
of our warfare are not carnal, but mighty 
through God to the pulling down of strong 
holds,” the Church of God must ask her- 
self the question, “Why are they not 
oftener pulled down?” The answer is not 
far to seek; the weapon is not used. The 
stone lying in the brook was often passed 
by as of no account, but in David's sling, 
and through the power of God, it was effec- 
tive in the smiting of Goliath, How weak 
the weapon, but wonderful the victory! 

We come to God, our Unfailing Friend 
whose ear is ever open to our cry, and 
who in infinite love gave his only begotten 
Son to die for the world, and who is ever 
ready to bless. But as we approach him 
it must be in the attitude of Christ. Be- 
fore the Father the Son in deep humility 
came with “petitions and entreaties, en- 
forced with potent cries and tears, and, 
because His spirit was the spirit of a wor- 
shiper, His cry was heard.” 

Great, deep, and intense was the prayer 
life of our Lord, and if we are to follow 
in his steps then we must use our gift of 
prayer. Urgent is the need; but our Lord 
shows us that to pray effectively we must 
have the qualities evinced by the one de- 
picted in his illustration. He possessed 
intensity of heart and desire, devotion and 
tenacity of purpose, persistency in plead- 
ing, determination unquenched by difficul- 
ties, undaunted faith and unquestioning 
belief that the desire could be granted. Such 
is the pattern to which we must conform 
if we would prevail. 

Turning to the other picture we find a 
new scene sketched for us. 

A law court with ali its pomp and cere- 
mony, intended to inspire awe into the 
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hearts of litigants and witnesses, is brought 
into view. The judge is a reprobate, neither 
fearing God nor regarding man, and per; 
forming his duties, not in accordance with 
justice and righteousness, but in the caprice 
of his sin-bound will. 

Into the court comes a widow to plead 
her case before the unjust judge. What a 
picture of loneliness, weakness, and help- 
lessness is this upon which our attention is 
focused! There is none to plead her cause, 
none to stand by her side, and she must 
perforce, weak and defenseless, prosecute 
her suit herself. We can imagine with 
what fear and trembling she enters this 
scene of organized power, her heart pal- 
pitating, and a suffocating feeling at her 
throat. 

Her plea being presented, she receives 
from the unjust judge his unfavorable ver- 
dict and is rejected. But, assured of the 
justice of her cause and refusing to accept 
the verdict, again and again she appears 
before him. Her heart burns as a flame 
within her over the merit of her case, and 
the determination to have her wrong righted 
gives a set purpose to her life. Cannot 
you imagir= the impatience with which she 
is received, the sneers leveled at her, and 
the irascability of the judge? It seems 
a hopeless task and as if, in arraying her- 
self against this power, she were simply 
bruising herself upon a stone wall. 

Undaunted, however, by the reception 
given her, and unconquered, she persists 
in her plea. And the unjust judge, troubled 
and harassed and afraid of being worn out 
by her continual coming, at last accedes to 
her request and grants her petition. Weak- 
ness overcomes power and enters into the 
triumph of victory. 

It is a picture drawn by our Lord to 
enforce his injunction that “men ought 
always to pray, and not to faint.” While 
the point of the first illustration is prevail- 
ing prayer for others, that of the second is 
prevailing prayer for ourselves. But in 
each case there must be a like persistency 
in importunity. To faint, to allow the 
hands to hang down and the knees to be- 
come feeble, is the proneness of our human 
nature. But our Lord would have us live 
in the abundant spiritual life in the power 
of the Holy Spirit, praying without ceasing 
and fainting not. 

Much there is in the world to make us 
faint, but “they that wait upon the Lord 
shall renew their strength; they shall. mount 
up with wings as eagles; they shall run, 
and not be weary; and they shall walk, 
and not faint.” 

We come unto a Father who judgeth 
righteous judgment and who is “rich unto 
all.” The heart of our God and Father 
yearns over his children, and he bids us 
come “with outspoken petitions to GRACE 
enthroned,” cheering our hearts with the 
faithful word that he “is able to do ex- 
ceeding abundantly above all that we ask 
or think.” We may have to pass through 
the sevenfolé test of faith of “tribulation, 
distress, persecution, famine, nakedness, 
peril, or sword,” but nothing can separate 
us from the love of God our Father or God 
our Saviour. “Nay, . . . we are more 
than conquerors through him that loved us,” 
as in steadfast faith and persistent prayer 
we fight the good fight of faith. 
fectual fervent prayer of a righteous man 
availeth niuch”; but our prayer life. must 
be persistently fervent if it is to be 
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powerfully effectual for ourselves and 
others, 
With all earnestness let us impress upon 


‘hearts that the time is short. The Lord 


will soon be here; and it is our solemn 
duty to abound in this service of prayer 
and use the gracious gift God has given us, 
that he may be glorified, the spiritual life 
of saints deepened and souls saved, ere the 
awful judgments are poured out on this 
sin-stricken world.

How to Master Matthew's Gospel

4% and one of the most precious gifts 

of God to his people is this Be- 

ginning Book of the New Covenant. And 

how much in keeping with God’s ways is 

it that the honor of writing this “Genesis 

of the New Testament,” and thus introduc- 

ing the Son of God to generations of eager 

readers, should be granted to a publican 

and sinner. How unlike the way in which 
the Jews would have done it! 

It should be the joy of every Sunday- 
school teacher and pupil to give all zeal 
to master this book. To master Matthew 
is to have the key to understanding the 
whole Bible message. For Matthew, like 
all God’s gifts, is perfect; it is a perfect 
beginning for the New Testament, looking 
back to the old dispensation and forward 
to the new. 


The Purpose.—Had Matthew stated 
directly, as John did (John 20: 31), the 
purpose of his Gospel, he might have said: 
“These are written that ye might know 
that Jesus is the Messiah, the Saviour- 
King predicted in the Old Testament — 
Emmanuel, God with us — and that receiv- 
ing him ye might enter into the Kingdom; 
rejected by his own, he will come again 
and take the throne of his father David.” 


The Writer.—This Gospel, like Mark, 
hides the identity of its author, but un- 
broken tradition assigns the Gospel to Mat- 
thew, a Jew who is also called Levi, per- 
haps his name before he became a disciple. 
He was a despised tax-gatherer, or col- 
lector of customs, at Capernaum, under 
Herod Antipas (Matt. 14:1, 2). After 
our Lord’s cali to him, and his immediate 
response, he made a great feast and invited 
all his associates, that they, too, might 
know the Saviour; in his own acoount he 
makes no-mention of himself as having 
given the feast (Matt. 9:9-13; Mark 2: 
13-17; Luke 5: 27-32). 


The Date.—Some of the Fathers as- 
signed a date as early as A. D. 38 for 
the writing of Matthew, while Irenzus 
states that it was written while Paul and 
Peter were in Rome. It was certainly 
written before the destruction of Jerusa- 
lem, and perhaps even earlier than A. D. 
60,. the date assigned by many recent 
scholars. 


Its Relation to Other Gospels.—There 
is no proof that the ancient tradition that 
Matthew was written first is incorrect. 
Many scholars take for granted that Mark 
was first, and Matthew had Mark before 
him while writing. But the more the 
Gospels are studied, the more does each 
impress one as being independent, each 
following its own purpose and not influ- 
enced by the others. The Gospel narra- 
tives were spoken again and again, and 
these spoken messages would account for 
the similarity in the Gospel records. 

Nearly all students have seen Matthew 
as the Gospel written from the Jewish

viewpoint and saying: “Behold, thy King” 
(Zech.'9: 9) ; Mark, from the Roman view- 
point, saying: “Behold my servant” (Isa. 
42:1); Luke, from the Greek viewpoint, 
saying: “Behold the man” (Zech. 6: 12) ; 
John frem the Christian viewpoint, saying: 
“Behold your God” (Isa. 40:9). It must 
be clearly kept before us, however, that in 
Matthew the Lord Jesus is Son of God 
and Son of man, and Servant of Jehovah, 
Messiah and Saviour, just as definitely as 
he is King, and so in all the Gospels. 


The Plan and Contents of Matthew.— 
As the life and work of our Lord may be 
thought of in three parts, the preparation, 
the ministry, the death and resurrection, 
so the four Gospels present the message 
in this way, all of them giving major at- 
tention to the last week of our Lord’s life, 
the climax of his mission. . But in each 
Gospel, and notably in Matthew, the min- 
istry is divided into two distinct: sections, 
thus giving a natural fourfold division. 
Note the words “from that time,” in 4: 17 
and in 16:21, clearly marking the distinct 
change in the ministry. The four main 
divisions may be presented as follows: 


1. Preparation of the Sav- 


iour-King, and = an- 
nouncement of him to 
Te WE sic ds es .

2. Messiah’s Ministry of 
Teaching and Works: 
Proclaiming the King- 
dom 

3. Ministry of the Rejected 
King (especially to 
disciples) : Proclaiming 
and Preparing for His 
je Fay SA a 16: 21 to 25: 46 


4. Culmination of Mimstry 
in Death, Resurrection, 
and Great Commission: 
Proclaiming salvation 
and his Second Coming 26:1 to 28:20 


There are sixty or more distinct events 
or teachings in Matthew not found in the 
other Gospels. There are 20 miracles re- 
corded, and though only three of them are 
peculiar to Matthew (9: 27-31; 9:32, 33; 


4:17 to 16:20 


17: 24-27), the setting of the others is 
quite distinct. There are. 16 parables, but 
also no less than 43 parable-similes or 
parabolic sayings, such as building on the 
rock and the sand, building a ‘tower, the 
tree known by its fruits, and the like. 


The Topical Gospel.—Matthew’s group- 
ing of his subjects: is a remarkable char- 
acteristic; he follows a topical plan, which 
often, though not always, ignores the chron- 
ology of events. In his section on Mes- 
siah’s Ministry he gives three chapters (5, 
6, 7) to the Sermon on the Mount, the foun- 
dation principles of the Kingdom (a mes- 
sage also that was given at one time); in 
chapters 8 and 9 there are 10 miracles 
grouped together; to present the - miracle 
power of the Kingdom, each: revealing 
Christ in new ways; in chapter 10 ta‘urally 
follows the King’s commission to ‘his am- 
bassadors, which.includes not only the com- 
mission for that one journey, but the prin- 
ciples. that are to apply to the whole of 
their ministry, and also for that of all the 
King’s servants to the very end. In chap- 
ters rr and 12 we have the response to the 
Kingdom preaching, showing how the mes- 
sage was received by John the Baptist, the 
favored cities, the childlike disciples, by the 
Father, the Prophets, the Pharisees, our 
Lord’s mother and brethren. Next come the 
parables and the prophecies of the King- 
dom, presented to both friends and foes whe 
have’ utterly misunderstood the meaning of 
the Kingdom message, and giving the 
prophecy of what is to come to the end of 
the age. In the next chapters the closing 
events of the public ministry in Galilee are 
included, all moving toward the crisis of 
the virtual rejection of the Kingdom and 
their Messiah by the rulers of Israel. A 
climax comes in Peter’s great confession; 
the prophecy of the establishing of the 
Church, followed by the first definite pre- 
diction of the cross and the glory to fol- 
low (16: 21-28), and the transfiguration 
(17: 1-8). 


Matthew and the Old Testament.— 
There are more direct and indirect quota- 
tions and references to the Old Testa- 
ment in Matthew than in any other New 
Testament book, about a hundred of them, 
It is the Gospel that sets before Jews and 
Christians the fact that all took place in 
fulfillment of what the Prophets said would 
come, 


Matthew the Jewish Gospel.—Salvation 
is from the Jews, and the whole Bible is 
Jewish. Matthew was written to prove to 
the Jews that Jesus was the predicted Mes- 
siah. This does not mean that it. was 
written exclusively for the Jews, nor that 
the message is not for us in this present 
age. A most striking feature of this Jew- 
ish Gospel is the prominence given to 
Gentiles, In the genealogy the Gentile 
women Rahab and Ruth are mentioned; at 
Christ’s birth Gertiles worship, while the 
Jews are indifferent. The beginning of the 
ministry Matthew finds a fulfillment - of 
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the prophecy of the light to shine in “Gali- 
lee of the Gentiles,” and later he. interprets 
the ministry as a fulfillment of the proph- 
ecy that in Christ’s Name the Gentiles 
would hope (12:18, 21). So with many 
other passages, including the prophecies 
that the Kingdom would be taken from the 
Jews and given to the Gentiles (8:11, 12; 
13: 38, 47; 15: 21-28; 15: 32-30; 21: 43; 
24:14). The culmination of all is the 
Great Commission to make disciples of all 
the nations (28:19). 


The Gospel of Rejection.—Luke may 
be thought of as the Gospel of acceptance, 
emphasizing the glorious and happy things, 
as in the birth of our Lord, with the re- 
jection note merely suggested. In Mat- 
thew the note of rejection is ever promi- 
nent, as is fitting for the Gospel that would 
show that a rejected King is the prophe- 
sied King. The worship of the wise men 
prefigures the acceptance by the Gentiles, 
but along with it there is the enmity of 
Herod, the indifference of the Jews, the 
slaughter of the infants. Again and again 
the note 6f “withdrawal” is in Matthew, in- 
dicating the increasing opposition, culmi- 
nating in the final conflict with the rulers 
in the last week, and climaxing in the 
orphan cry of the cross, “My God, niy God, 
why hast thou forsaken me?” 


The Gospel of the King and the King- 
dom.—In all these striking characteristics 
of Matthew we have noted that the mes- 
sage from beginning to end centers about 
the Kingdom. Matthew must needs open 
with the ancestry of the King, following 
the line of kings through Solomon. At 
his birth, the wise men of the east come to 
worship the King. The usurping king of 
the Jews, Herod the great monster, seeks 
to destroy him, surmising more correctly 
than he knew that the reign of this right- 
eous King would forever destroy such 
reigns as his. The Gospel message is the 
message of the Kingdom of Heaven at 
hand. The Sermon on the Mount presents 
first the subjects of the Kingdom, then the 
righteousness of the Kingdom, then the 
choice of the Kingdom. The sixteen par- 
ables of Matthew are all parables of the 
Kingdom of Heaven; even the Lost Sheep, 
which does. not directly refer to the King- 
dom, illustrates the teaching just given 
that except we become as little children 
we shall not enter the Kingdom of Heaven. 
When our Lord predicts the preaching of 
the Gospel, it is “the gospel of the king- 
dom,” while in Mark it is “the gospel” 
(Matt. 24:14; Mark 13:10). 

Was this Kingdom proclaimed in Mat- 
thew different from the Kingdom of the 
other Gospels, of the Acts and Epistles? 
The expression “kingdom of heaven” occurs 
in Matthew thirty-three times, and not 
once in any other book in the Bible. This 
was the Rabbinic expression, carrying out 
the custom of the Jews to avoid using the 
name of God; it is one of the many indi- 
cations of the Jewish character of Mat- 
thew. But it seems quite clear that this 
expression means the same as “the king- 
dom of God,” or “the kingdom,” “my king- 
dom,” “thy kingdom,” “everlasting king- 
dom,” “his kingdom.” In exactly parallel 
passages Matthew uses “kingdom of 
heaven,” while Mark, Luke, and John use 
“kingdom of God” (Matt. 3:2; Mark 1: 
15; Luke 4:43; Matt. 11:11; Luke 7: 
28; Matt. 18:3; Mark 10:15; Luke 18: 
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17; John 3:3, 5; and many others). Mat- 
thew himself also uses the expression 
“kingdom of ,God’’ five, times (6:33; 12: 


28; 19:24; 21:31, 43). Im one passage ° 
- “the kingdom of heaven” is used in one 


verse, and in the next verse, referring to 
the same subject, “the kingdom of God” is 
used (Matt. 19: 23, 24). The same things 
are spoken again and again of the King- 
dom of Heaven and the Kingdom of God, 
or of one of the other designations. 

While this is true, it is also true that the 
Kingdom has several different manifesta- 
tions, and thus may be spoken of in differ- 
ent ways. When we are born again, we 
enter the Kingdom of God, which is equiv- 
alent to the poor in spirit entering the 
Kingdom (Matt. 5:3; Luke 6:20), or be- 
coming as little children, The preaching 
of the Gospel is preaching the Gospel of 
the Kingdom, as shown in the parables that 
prophesy the present age of preaching. 
Luke speaks of the Kingdom of God as 
being “within you,” not meaning that it 
was in the Pharisees, but that it was an 
inward matter of the heart. 

But the Kingdom of God is yet to be es- 
tablished on earth, when the Lord returns 
to take the throne of his father David. 
When the disciples drew near-to Jerusa- 
lem they thought that the Kingdom was 
immediately to appear on earth (Luke 19: 
11). After the resurrection they asked 
the Lord if at this time he would restore 
the Kingdom to Israel (Acts 1:6). This 
will come at the beginning of the Millen- 
nium at the return of our Lord. In still 
another sense the Kingdom will not come 
finally until redemption is complete and 
Christ turns the Kingdom over to the 
Father (1 Cor. 15: 24-28). 

When Christ proclaimed the Kingdom at 
hand, it was true that it was at hand. 
Did he mean it was at hand in case Israel 
accepted their Messiah and King? They 
rejected him. What would have happened 
had they accepted him? It may be said 
that in that case the Romans would have 
crucified him. But it is not a profitable 
question. For God did not make his plans 
in view of what the Jews did not do, but 
in view of what they did. It was prophe- 
sied that Israel would reject: “The stone 
which the builders rejected, the same was 
made the head of the corner” (Matt. 21: 
42; Psa. 118:22). Messiah was to be a 
stone of stumbling and a rock of offense 
to both the houses of Israel (Isa. 8:14). 
Our Lord knew this from the beginning. 
Yet his offer of himself as Messiah was 
a genuine offer, and he wanted with all 
his heart to have Israel accept. The law 
and the prophets were until John, and 
from then the Kingdom of God was 
preached (Luke 16:16). This present age 
is a manifestation-of the Kingdom, but not 
the final one. The Kingdom of God is 
still at hand, and future. Matthew makes 
these apparent contradictions plain. 

The Jews, and the disciples themselves, 
had three mistaken views regarding the 
Kingdom. They did not see the truth of 
the Sermon on the Mount and of the par- 
ables, also of the message to Nicodemus 
on the new birth, that there must be an in- 
ward change of heart. They were mis- 
taken also as to the time of the manifes- 
tation of the Kingdom. John the Baptist 
proclzimed the Kingdom, and expected the 
grace and the judgment both to come in the 
lifetime of Messiah. The: disciples ex- 
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pected the Kingdom to appear immediately 
when they entered Jerusalem. They were 
not mistaken in the view that there would 


‘be an earthly Kingdom. Had they been, 


the Lord would surely have told them. 
The third mistake was as to the process 
by which the Kingdom was to be inaugu- 
rated. They were not mistaken about the 
Kingdom coming like lightning. But they 
did not see that there was to be a long 
period of suffering and persecution in con- 
nection with proclaiming the Gospel before 
the glory would follow. 

None can understand the message of 
Matthew, nor the message of the Bible, 
unless he give heed to the teaching con- 
cerning the second coming of Christ. Why 
were not the prophecies concerning the 
glory of Messiah fulfilled? The answer is 
that they are yet to be fulfilled. That is 
why our Lord in the farewell message in 
Matthew spoke concerning his return. The 
whole Gospel message, and the mystery of 
the time of waiting, was bound up in the 
truth that they were to expect his return 
in glory to establish his Kingdom on earth. 
The Great Commission is a commission to 
preach, with the assurance that he would 
be with them till the consummation of the 
age. This present age, he told them, would 
have wars, famines, pestilences, earthquakes, 
and these things were the beginning of 
travail. That is, the birth pains are to 
increase in intensity at the end, until there 
come the throes of the birth anguish of a 
new age. Our great work during this age 
is to preach the Gospel to all nations. Our 
Lord himself did not know the time of his 
coming. He said that he told his disciples 
all that the Father had made known to 
him. How precious that he shared with 
his people this lack of knowledge of the 
times, in order that we may expectantly 
wait. 

As we close this preview of the lessons 
in Matthew, let us go back to the opening 
verse of Matthew. Five references to the 
Old Testament are in that verse. And five 
great thrills a godly Jew would have as 
he read it: “The book of the generation.” 
Only once before does the expression oc- 
cur: “The book of the generations of 
Adam” (Gen. 5:1). Now he is to have 
the book of the last Adam, the second man 
from Heaven! “Jesus,” is the “Joshua,” 
Jehovah our Saviour, for whom he has been 
waiting. “Christ,’ the Messiah, the 
anointed one, eagerly looked for through 
the ages. “The son of David,” the great 
King, not Solomon, but the real Prince of 
Peace.” “Son of Abraham,” the true 
Isaac, Saviour of the world. Let us also 
enter into the glory of this One who is 
our Saviour and Lord and will yet be King 
over all the nations and the Saviour of the 
world,

New blessings at the Bible Institute of Los Angeles 


in Triumph ” 














leadeth us in triumph in Christ, 

and maketh manifest through us 
the savor of his knowledge in every place” 
(2 Cor. 2:14, R. V.). 

The Bible Institute of Los Angeles has 
been through fiery trials in the past few 
years, has made costly mistakes, has suf- 
fered in many ways, and has learned les- 
sons of guidance and trust. Back in the 
beginning, a quarter of a century ago, the 
school was founded in prayer and sacri- 
fice; it was dedicated to the Lord that he 
might make manifest, through it, the savor 
of his knowledge. The Adversary tries 
to destroy any such witness, and Biola was 
no exception. But the Lord is greater than 
the Adversary, and today the Institute is 
rejoicing in a renewed experience of min- 
istry, faith, enlarging opportunities, and the 
restored confidence of God’s people. The 
prayer and sacrifice have continued, espe- 
cially during this year and the years just 
preceding, and God has been doing notable 
things. 

A great reduction in the large debt that 
had been accumulated in earlier years has 
been made in the past six months, by two 
strategic moves in answer to prayer. One 
wing of the splendid building of the 
Institute was leased for hotel purposes, be- 
ing taken over by the Willard Hotel Com- 
pany and conducted as a high class _resi- 
dential hotel, patronized by friends of the 
Institute. The hotel is conducted in a way 
entirely worthy of its housing and location, 
and in accordance with conditions estab- 
lished by the Directors of the Institute. 
Christian people visiting Los Angeles will 
do well to make their sojourn there. 

The Church of the Open Door, which 
for many years has rented the Institute 
auditorium, did a notable thing last spring 
when it agreed to purchase the auditorium 
from the Institute for $350,000. The pas- 
tor, Louis T. Talbot, sounded a clarion call 
to the congregation to enter into this oppor- 
tunity. A congregational meeting of the 
church voted by an overwhelming major- 
ity to take this action. Sunday, May 28, 
was set as the time for bringing offerings 
sufficient to make a down payment of $25,- 
000. The pastor’s call to the members and 
friends of the church included the follow- 
ing statement: 


“Br. thanks be unto God, who always 


Cults of various kinds would be glad to 
secure this center for the propagation of error 
and heresies, but the Church of the Open 
Door has determined that, by the grace of 


God, this place shall be preserved for the tes- 
timony it has given out since its dedica- 
tion. ... 


God calls us to this great adventure. Let 


us respond toa man. As the darkness deepens 


and the shadows lengthen and the nearness .of 
the coming of the Lord becomes more certain, 
the consciousness that we have had a part 
in -making this project possible with our 
prayers and with our gifts will for all time 
and eternity be a source of gratitude to God. 

High over the choir loft of the church 
auditorium, on that eventful morning, hung 
a huge thermometer, with a red ball painted 
at its base and a long graduated scale 
marked in dollars instead of degrees, and 
extending far upward toward the ceiling. 
At its top the figures “$25,000.00” were 
prominently displayed, showing the cash 
goal to be achieved by July 15. 

At the right of the pulpit stood an open 
“Joash Chest” ready to receive gold and 
jewelry from those who would desire to 


* dedicate their keepsakes and heirlooms to 


God’s._ service. 

On July 16 Pastor Talbot announced to 
the Church and the Institute that the goal 
had been reached, and that $25,365.47 had 
been contributed in free will offerings to 
make the down payment. 


“Among the donations made were two 
plain gold wedding rings, thin and bright 
from long wearing. With them was this 
penciled note: 

These t-vo rings represent eighty-three 
years of time. Mother wore one fifty years. 
I’ve worn hers seven and a half years, ever 
since she went Home, and I know it would 
please her if she knew it helped just a little. 
The other ring, a gift from her, I have worn 
twenty-six years. Like many others, I’ve lost 
all my money, but I have found Jesus, and I 
want to do what I can to keep this church 
open. I’ve debated with myself about put- 
ting them in, but I cannot get away from 
the thought that I should.—A Friend. 


“This iz but one of the hundreds of heart- 
stirring messages that have come to the 
church office on this memorable occasion. 
Now that the first goal has been reached, 
let us not forget to return and offer praise 
and thanksgiving to the Giver of all good 
gifts. Mav this be a season -of personal 
reconsecration and thanksgiving, for God 
has surely been in our midst and shown it 
to be his will that the testimony continue 
in this place ‘dedicated unto him who loved 
us and wasted us from our sins in his own 
blood.’ 

“Of course the task is not completed. 
The balance of. the purchase money re- 
mains to be raised. Bible Institute must 
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still supplicate at the Mercy Seat for funds, 
to carry on —to provide for the 400 young 
people who will knock at its doors on Sep- 
tember 21 next when its fall term begins. 

“Nevertheless, a great crisis has been 
successfully passed, and the action of the 
church in co-operating to save the Institute 
will have far-reaching effects. Christians 
can again give to the work of the Insti- 
tute with the assurance that their gifts 
will be effective.” 

The Editor of Tae Sunpay ScHOOoL 
Times had the privilege of attending the 
opening service of the fall term of the 
Institute, September 21, just before start- 
ing on the return trip to Philadelphia that 
evening from a summer of Bible confer- 
ences on the Pacific coast. Never can he 
forget the impressions of that wonderful 
Monday morning. 

It was the largest enrollment of stu- 
dents at the Bible Institute of Los Angeles 
since 1922—§in fact, there have been only 
three years in the entire history of the 
Institute. when a larger enrollment occur- 


‘red. Of the new and returning students 


there were 168 young men and 252 young 
women, making a total of 420. It was a 
rare privilege and inspiration to look into 
the eager, shining faces of those hundreds 
of young people, with the large audience of 
friends of the work and the consecrated 
faculty and staff. Dr. Talbot is the Act- 
ing President of the Institute, having ac- 
cepted this heavy responsibility at the 
urgent call of the Directors, in addition to 
his large ministry as pastor of the church. 

Members of. the faculty and staff re- 
sponded in brief, challenging messages at 
this morning service, and we were left in 
no uncertainty as to the rich program of 
study and training that awaited all who 
were fortunate enough to be enrolled in 
the great school, Dr. MacLennan, of the 
First Presbyterian Church of Hollywood, 
gave a deeply devotional message on Paul’s 
prayer in Ephesians 1. The Editor of the 
Times had been asked to give the con- 
cluding address to the students, and he 
spoke on “The Adjusted Life,” calling at- 
tention to the meaning of the word in the 
benediction of the Epistle to the Hebrews, 
“make you perfect.” The Greek verb means 
“to adjust,” in the sense of adjusting a 
dislocated joint, and it was shown that 
the adjusted life is the only normal Chris- 
tian life—the Spirit-filled life, the “life 
that is Christ.” 

Letters received since from leaders in the 
Church and the Institute tell of the re- 
markable way in which God has continued 
to work. He will perform (carry through) 
that which he has begun! Let us “thank 
God and take courage,” and may God’s peo- 
ple everywhere stand with the Bible In- 
stitute of Los Angeles and the Church of 
the Open Door, that by prayer and giving 
as the Lord directs we may do our part. 
And let us claim, for both the Church and 
the Institute, the assurance given of God 
to Solomon and quoted by Dr. Talbot in 
his message of last summer: “I have heard 
thy prayer and thy supplication, that thou 
hast made before me: I have hallowed: this 
house, which thou hast built, to put my 
name there for ever; and mine eyes and 
mine heart shall be there perpetually” (1 
Kings 9:3).

- The Lesson as a Whole 


By Robert C. McQuilkin

Approach to the Lesson 


AUL’S life spans the two generations 
Pp that cover the most important years 
in the history of the human race. 
He may have been born about fife years 
after Christ’s birth, and if so, he was con- 
verted when. about thirty-three, the prob- 


‘able age of our Lord when he died and 
-rose. In that case, Paul’s ministry lasted 


about thirty-three years. We know of 
no other human life that crowded so much 
into a generation. Apart from the Son 
of God himself, no other single life has 


-counted for so much in changing the world. 
-Yet, Paul would have us instantly add, 


it was not his work, but Christ’s working 
through him. The same Lord is mighty 
through us today to work wonders. These 
lessons on Paul call us as churches and 
as individuals to a return to the Gospel 
that Paul preached, and the life that he 
lived. The doctrine and the life go to- 
gether —a pure doctrine and a victorious 
life. 


Verse by Verse 

Philippians 3:1.—Finally, my brethren. 
Meaning “henceforth,” or “as for the rest,” 
not indicating that Paul intended to close 
the letter and changed his mind (same word 
in 1 Cor. 7:29; 1 Thess. 4:1). Rejoice 
in the Lord. Philippians is a letter of joy 
€554, 18; 96; 2: 2,17; 185-424, -10):°°To 
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write the same things. Referring either 
to his emphasis on this word “rejoice,” or 
to the message concerning Judaizers which 
follows, Not grievous. Or irksome. 


Verse 2—Beware of dogs, ... of evil 
workers, . ...of the concision. All three 
epithets apply to the Judaizers, the great 
enemies of the Gospel who wanted to make 
the Gentile Christians Jews (Gal. 1:9; 
2:4; 1 Thess. 2: 14-16). See Psalm 22: 16; 
2 Corinthians 11:13; Leviticus 21: 5. 


Verse 3.—For we are the circumcision. 
For we, not they, are the true circumcision, 
Which worship God in the spirit. Rather, 
“worship by the Spirit of God.” An in- 
ward worship rather than an outward ritual 
(Rom, 12:1; 2:28, 29). Rejoice in Christ 
Jesus. Not in Moses, or the law, or our 
own righteousness, No confidence in the 
flesh. Therefore, we are the true Jews 
(Rom. 2: 25-29; 4:12; Gal. 3:7; Eph. 2: 
11-19; Col, 2: 11-13). 

Verse 4.—I might also have confidence 
in the flesh. Paul had everything the 
legalizers had, and more; seven things are 
mentioned in verses 5 and 6 (2 Cor. II: 
22, 23; Gal! 13-13, 14; Acts: 22:3). 

Verse 6.—Blameless. Not blameless in 
his inner life, as having kept the law (Rom. 
7:7-10), but blameless in the outward ob- 
servance of the law. 

Verse 8—Christ Jesus my Lord. Not 
merely a name. What tremendous mean- 
ing each word had to Paul! Christ, the 


‘Messiah, whom ‘he had rejected; Jesus, the 


Saviour, mighty to give victory over sin, 


which before had conquered him; Lord, the 
oné who now would direct his life, which 
he ‘was ruining in his self-will. 


Verse 9.—Be found in him. Both now, 
and at death, and when Christ comes (2 
Cor. 5:17; 5: 3, 6-8; Phil. 1:23). Through 
the faith of Christ. This does not mean 
Christ’s faith, which would convey no 
clear idea, but faith in Christ, as the ob- 
ject of faith (objective genitive). (See 
Gal. 2: 16, 20; Rom. 3: 22.) The righteous- 
ness which is of God.- A gift of God, in 
contrast to that which is of our own work- 
ing (Rom. 4: 2). P 


Verse 10.—And the power of his resur- 
rection. Not an additional thing to know, 
but to know Christ is to know him in the 
power of his resurrection, experiencing the 
resurrection life (Rom. 6:4; 7:4; 8:4; 
Eph. 1:19, 20). And the fellowship of 
his sufferings. To know Christ we must 
know him in union with his death, and in 
fellowship of his suffering (Rom. 6:3; 
8:17). Being made conformable unto his 
death. A continuous process is indicated, 
and the reference is to Paul’s living a life 
as his Lord did, a blood-marked way, tak- 
ing up the cross daily (Luke9: 23), bear- 
ing about His dying (2 Cor. 4: 10), making 
up the measure of Christ’s sufferings (Col, 
1:24). 


Verse 11.—If by any means I might at- 
tain. These words neither express doubt, 
nor any thought of attaining something by 
works, but Paul’s intense desire, so that 
by ali means he might press on to the goal. 
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Unto the resurrection of the dead. This 
is the goal. Christ’s death issued in His 
resurrection. So Paul’s life, conformable 
to the death of Christ, will also issue in 
resurrection. The word is “out-resurrec-. 
tion,” not meaning a partial rapture of 
specially qualified saints, but the resurrec- 
tion from the dead that all believers will 
share, and of which the resurrection of 
Christ is the pledge. 


Verse 12—Not as though I had already 
attained. The word is “obtained”. or “re- 
ceived.” That is, Paul had not yet reached 
the goal. Either were already perfect. He 
will be complete when he has his resur- 
rection body, like Christ’s glorious body 
(v. 21). But I follow after. This life is 
a ceaseless reaching toward the highest 
goal, which is reached in the future life. 
If that I may apprehend. Lay hold on. 
For which also I am apprehended of Christ 
Jesus. Rather, was laid hold on by Christ 
Jesus. When he was born of the Spirit, 
and joined to Christ, it was for a great 
purpose; on his part he is to press on to 
lay hold on that thing (1 Cor. 14:1; Rom. 
9:30; 1 Tim. 6:11, 12). 

Verse 13.—I count not myself to have 
apprehended, The primary thought is that 
he has not finished his course, but this in- 
cludes the thought of perfect knowledge of 
Christ and perfect conformity to his like- 
ness. Forgetting those things which are 
behind. That is, forgetting everything, 
whether failures or successes, that would 
be of any hindrance in the race, just as 
a runner does not look behind. 

Verse 14.—I press toward the mark, The 
goal is Christ himself (Heb. 12:2), and 
his purpose for the believer. For the 
prize of the high calling of God. He so 
runs that he may attain the prize (1 Cor. 
9: 24-27), the incorruptible crown, the 
“upward calling.” Later Paul wrote that 
he had finished the course, and the crown 
was laid up for him (2 Tim. 4: 6-8).

for Jew and Gentile: saved fully by Christ 
only, not by circumcision nor by the law. 
(Eph. 2:8, 9.)

10. In Ephesus the spiritual hosts of 
wickedness in the heavenly places meet the 
spiritual hosts of righteousness, and Christ’s 
Name is exalted above every other name 
until all Asia hears the word. (Eph. 1: 19.) 


11. Like his Lord, Paul set his face stead- 
fastly toward Jerusalem, a messenger of 
life and love; the Jews in bitter hatred 
“delivered him up”; the Gentile governors, 
like Pilate, refused justice, but Paul had 
One who delivered. (Acts 28: 20b.) 


12. Paul the prisoner, more than con- 
queror, gets his heart’s desire to go to 
Rome, and Christ is magnified all the way, 
as Paul has perfect peace in the raging sea, 
perfect poise in the shipwreck, perfect lib- 
erty in his chains, using every obstacle to 
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send the Gospel forth more swiftly on its 
conquering way. (2 Tim. 2:9.)

The Heart of the Lessons 


Paul lived a life of triumph. And he 
invites all Christians to follow him in the 
living of such a life (Phil. 3:17; 4:9; 1 
Cor. 4:16; 11:1). None could imitate 
Paul in his own peculiar work as the great 
Apostle to the Gentiles, but in all that made 
Paul truly great as a Christian, we can 
follow him. Paul’s secret of his triumphant 
life may be gathered up in his words: “To 
me to live is Christ” (Phil. 1:21). The 
letter to the Philippians sets forth the 
practical result for Paul, and for us, of 
living such a life. Definite passages in 
the letter reveal these characteristics: It 


is a life of joy, of peace, of suffering and 


conflict, of humility, of assurance, of obe- 
dience to human responsibility, of heroic 
and ceaseless service, of passion for souls, 
of power, of prayer, of witnessing to un- 
believers, of sacrificial giving of money, of 
having all material needs met, of content- 
ment, of high thinking, of growth, of cer- 
tain future glory; it is a life centered in 
the Cross, a fully surrendered life, a com- 
plete life, and a life lived by grace through 
faith. The heart of Paul’s missionary ac- 
tivities and his personal life was passion- 
ate, intimate, personal love for his living 
Lord, who had saved him by grace through 
faith. For the past, it meant remission 
of all sin, through the blood, and perfect 
righteousness in Christ. For the present, 
it meant that Christ was living in him, 
making him like Christ, and giving the ex- 
ceeding greatness of his power for carrying 
out his witness. For the future, it meant 
the glorious hope of Christ’s coming, and 
having a resurrection body like his, after 
having fought the fight and finished the 
course and kept the faith. Let every one 
that has studied this life face the choice: 
“To me to live is Self,” or “To me to live 
is Christ.”

The Busy Men's Corner 
By William H. Ridgway 


“A High Stepper.”—Jf any other man 
thinketh that he hath whereof he might 
trust in the flesh, I more (Phil. 3:4). I 
have been writing this “Corner” without 
a single break for twenty-six yeaps, and 
this is the first time I remember writing 
a number 14 in a quarter, that was not a 
Review. And to think the lesson selecters 
give a “Life of Paul” for a single lesson! 
Well, here goes: 

One of the things I have always liked 
about Paul is, he was no shrinking violet. 
Paul “felt his keep,” as Uncle Billy Wat- 
son used to say of his high-bred Hamble- 
tonian mare, Belle of Brandywine. Paul 
was proud of his “no mean city” of Tar- 
sus. Paul was proud of his race, “a He- 
brew of the Hebrews” (Acts 21: 39; Phil. 
3:5). 

When Paul was a prisoner in irons and 
it was commanded to smite him on the 
mouth, Paul did not say, “Go to it,” and 
then turn “the other cheek,” as per the 
fifth chapter of Matthew. On the contrary, 
he told old Ananias he was only a white- 
washed mud wall, breaking the law (Acts 
23:2, 3). 

True Paul did let them truss him up at 
Philippi and scourge him and only let the 
too-quick-acting magistrates know the next 
day what a serious “picklement” they were 
in for having beaten a Roman citizen with- 
out a hearing. I have always wondered 
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why Paul took that beating. Maybe you 
can figure it out by giving your fancy free 
rein. There is no more delightful occupa- 
tion than to take the Acts and the Epistles 
and travel the ancient world with this de- 
lightful personality. Years ago, when I 
was a “hard boiled,” harum-scarum under- 
graduate of Old Siwash, with no more re- 
ligion in my make-up than the big brass 
college bell, I loved to hear old Prexy 
Magill read the story of Paul in the morn- 
ing “Collection” (the Quaker name for 
chapel). Paul’s career confirms my faith 
as nothing else will, as I have said in a 
former lesson. Paul would never have 
given up his fine prospects in life and taken 
the punishment he did for a lie. And no 
faking brains could have written those won- 
derful letters. 


Knowing Him.—That I may know him 
(v. 10). Paul was the one man of his 
day and generation who knew most. He 
had all the erudition of the schools of his 
time in his studies at the University of 
Tarsus, the Oxford of his world. Then 
he took a post-graduate course at the feet 
of Gamaliel, the greatest scholar of the 
Hebrews. This gave him all there was 
to know of history, letters, and philosophy, 
with the Hebrew hair-splitting erudition 
as additional intellectual equipment. 

If you have any doubt of his scholarship 
and mental culture just sit down and care- 
fully read his stuff. There is everything 
brainy in it, from the deep thinking of the 
Book: of Romans to the lilting music of 
the wonderful “love poem” of 1 Corinthians, 
13th chapter. Yet with all his learning, that 
learning which made the Roman ruler 
think him mad (and his learning must 
have been famous even in Roman circles), 
Paul had the one overruling desire, “That 
I may know him.” (Acts 26: 24.) 

And this one thing Paul desired, became 
his, as it may become yours so easily. 
Paul came to know Him. And he spent 
all the best days of his life and energies in 
introducing Him to the Gentile world — 
which happens to be us. This is what the 
Epistles are all about, Paul presenting Jesus 
to the world (John 8:19; Matt. 11: 27). 

Jesus is the only person you can be 
introduced to and really and truly know.

The practitioner who knows his profes- 
sion. The artisan who knows his trade. 
The merchant who knows his guild. The 
manufacturer who knows his markets. The 
farmer who knows his agriculture — seeds, 
insecticides, soils, and so on. And the 
writer who knows his dictionary! In 
short, the raan who is a specialist. 

To be sure, Paul could make you & tent. 
And he apparently was a sport fan (had 
all the language at any rate, and I ven- 
ture to say knew all the batting averages 
and other records). But Paul was a “One 
Thing” man. These others were only avo- 
cations for bread and butter and relaxation. 

That “One Thing” was to tell the world 
about the Lord Jesus. That was the prize 
for which he pressed forward. The High 
Calling in Christ Jesus.. I have just been 
to Monticello, Virginia, the home of 
Thomas Jefferson, the second President of 
the U. S. A. Jefferson was a great law- 
yer. He had a hobby of inventing things 
and designing buildings. You see a rig 
he put on the weather vane so it will regis- 
ter on the porch ceiling without having to 
go outdoors to see which way the wind 
blows. The clock is arranged so you don’t 
have to come indoors to see what time it 
is. His writing chair and table are cun- 
ningly arranged to be handy. The house 
is full of all sorts of jim-cracks he in- 
vented. And his home on the hill is very 
lovely. 

Jefferson did not invent a single useful 
thing to lighten life’s burdens and dis- 
comforts. Another Virginian invented the 
mowing machine. Jefferson didn’t invent 
a stove for warming his beautiful home. 
Franklin invented a stove. Franklin was 
a commoner and a printer. Jefferson was 
an aristocrat and a lawyer. Both were 
“One Thingers.” Franklin was a practical 
philosopher. See Poor Richard’s Almanac. 
Jefferson was a statesman, and a good one. 
See the Declaration of Independence. Had 
Jefferson been the “One Thing” man in 
mechanics there is no telling what he might 
have produced out of that head of his. 
Mowing machines, threshing machines, cot- 
ton gins, engines, bicycles, steamboats, and 
what not. Paul tells in the text that which 
made him. We make our little mark in 
the world by this same “One Thing” 
method.

HIS week our aim is to bring back 

‘to ‘the memories of the children all 
the lessons they have learned from the 
life of Paul during the last three months. 
Let the children use the outline maps on 
‘which they have marked the towns men- 
tioned, and have them tell you what aed 
pened at each place. 

First read the lesson (Phil. 3: 1- -14), ex- 
plaining that it is part of a letter written 
by Paul to those at Philippi who had 
learned to love the Lord Jesus’ through 
Paul’s preaching. In it he tells the secret 
of his wonderful life. It is not being born 
into a godly home; or being an Israelite, 
one of the chosen people; or being given 
to God as a baby; or being very religious. 
None of these things had the power to 
change Paul’s heart. Only the Lord Jesus 
could do that. Once Paul had met with 
him, the longing of his life was “that I 
might know him” (v. 10). 

Refer to our first lesson where we learned 
that knowing about the Lord Jesus was 
not the same as knowing him. How can 
we know him? The Lord Jesus tells us — 
“Ye must be born again” (John 3:7). 
Recall how Paul was “born again” on the 
way to Damascus. From that moment Paul 
had his eyes fixed on the Heavenly City. 
The more- steadfastly he looked up, the 
more he loved the One who had died that 
he might go there, and the more ardently 
he longed that others might know and love 
him, too. Paul faithfully obeyed our Mem- 
ory Verse (Gal 5: 13c). 

At Jerusalem we learned from Paul that 
salvation was not earned by our good deeds, 
but was the free, unmerited gift of God. 

In Macedonia we found him singing even 
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in prison, for. his.heart was. filled with 
true joy — Jesus, first, Others next, Your- 
self. last. -How -happy Paul-made people 
wherever he went! What joy he brought 
to the jailer and his family! 

What was Paul’s message to the Athen- 
ians? Acts 17:30. At Corinth we learned 
from Paul how to get rid of fear, and at 
Ephesus we found that we could not only 
give God our hearts, but our time and our 
money and many other things as well. 
Paul gave him everything, and so became a 
‘“fabourer together with God.” That was 
the secret of Paul’s life. It was not Paul 
working alone, but God and Paul working 
together, so that even as a prisoner at 
Rome Paul could say, “All things work 
together for good to them that love God.”

HIS fourteenth lesson in this fourth 

quarter of 1933 offers us a fine oppor- 
tunity for our final review lesson on Paul, 
the world’s missionary, 

Do you recall the first suggestion for 
this biographical study of Paul —that we 
should see how his preparation fitted him 
most marvelously for God’s purpose- and 
plan for his life? Now help your girls 
to look back over his life, fresh in their 
thoughts now, and see how the circum- 
stances of his birth, place of rearing, family, 
religion, education, all fitted exactly into 
the needs of his years as the missionary to 
the whole Roman world. 

Help the girls to recall how God’s pur- 
pose for him became Paul’s own purpose 
in that revolutionary decision on the way 
to Damascus and in Paul’s immediate ac- 
tions thereafter. Read again his own words 
about this, in Acts 22 and 26. 

Use your map next, to show Paul’s 
world-wide plan of planting the Gospel 
of his Christ in many of the greatest and 
most strategic centers of civilization of his 
world and time. Can your girls find (on 
this map) and name every church “planted” 
by Paul? 

Then, look again at his plan of attack 
in every place: first in the synagogue, if 
there was one in that place, and to the 
Jews; then to the whole Gentile popula- 
tion. Note, too, his plan for unfolding 
the Gospel, without attack upon the heathen 
deities, but with all boldness proclaiming 
the death and resurrection of Jesus as the 
Christ of God, in whom alone men must 
find salvation ; and his insistence upon holy 
living in Christ’s strength. (Read specific 
instances of this, from The Acts and Paul’s 
Epistles, if time permits.) 

When we come to think of Paul’s per- 
formance — of ail he accomplished and suf- 
fered in his rather brief lifetime, we are 
filled with wonder! Your girls will be, 
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too, as you help them recall all that Paul 
did to.make known his Saviour as the only 
Saviour of the world: his long anJ fruit- 
ful. missionary journeys; the number of 
centers of influence he seized from which 
the Gospel radiated to nearly all his world; 
the unrecorded sufferings he bore, as well 
as some mentioned in the Bible; the place 
of primary influence his letters to those 
early Christians held then; and, most amaz- 
ing of all perhaps, the place Paul still 
holds in the modern world’s thinking, 
chiefly through those same brief letters. 
No expounder and defender of our Chris- 
tian faith has ever equalled him in world- 
wide and continuing influence. 

Last of all, bring to your girls the pic-

AY, fellows, looking upon Paul’s great 

career as a whole, we are reminded of 
how much life is like a game. Not as a 
mere pastime; not to make it trivial; but 
just about the most serious thing you can 
imagine, Yet, a game nevertheless. I saw a 
football game today between two great 
American rival teams. Those young fellows 
will never be more serious or fight with. 
more grim determination than they did 
today, right up to the last five minutes of 
play. 

Paul saw all the elements of a game in 
the brave fight of a Christian, and he did 
not fail to suggest it in his letters. (See 
1 Cor. 9:24; Gal. 5:7; Phil. 3:14; 2 Tim. 
4:7, 8; also Heb. 12:1 which many 
scholars believe Paul wrote.) 

Suppose we approach our review of the 
great apostle’s life today with the thought 
of life as a great game, and observe these 
interesting facts: 

Three reasons why the game of life is 
the greatest of all games: 


1. It includes all other games — over- 
arching them all. The game begins at the 
cradle and ends only at the grave. Baby 
finds its first playmates in its fingers: and 
toes; then a rattle or a rubber ring; next, 
blocks upon the floor. Now a little play- 
mate to play “horsey” around the room. 
Later he plays marbles and spins tops. 
Then baseball, tennis, and football. Leav- 
ing college, the game instinct continues in 
business, politics, and arts. Always match- 
ing wit and skill and endurance to make 
gain or hold one’s own; until finally the 
closing battle against the grim reaper. So 
the game of life is greatest because it in- 
cludes all other games, 


2. It is fought against the greatest of all 
antagonists —the Devil. 


3. It is played for the greatest stake — 
or prize: nothing less than your immortal 
soul. If you want to get at the true value 
of that stake, read what our Lord said 
about it in Mark 8: 36. 


Now three ways in which the game of 
life is similar to all other games: 


1. It is uncertain. 


There is always the 
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possibility of an upset, no matter how sure 
you may be of. the result. 

2. You are bound to win or lose. 
a “tied” game is a lost game. 


3. You want to win. Yes, even the most 
indifferent fellow —down in his heart he 
would like to win. 

And last, three ways in which the game 
of life is dissimilar, or unlike all other 


games, and here is the milk in the coco- 
nut: 


Even 


1. You play against an unseen foe. He 
is a spirit, and yet a person; and he is un- 
whippable, humanly speaking. He has been 
in training for thousands of years. His 
art, his skill, his strength, his endurance, 
is only short of that of the Lord God Al- 
mighty. He is Satan. 


2. You have got to play. In other games, 
no matter how important, it is conceivable 
that you might be excused. But not in this 
game. No discharge here; you’ve got to 
play. You are already playing. 


3. Most remarkable of all, in this great- 
est of all games, there is a rule which, if 
you will put it into practice, will insure 
to you the victory. This cannot be said 
of other games, for what would. prevent 
both sides using the rule? But this rule 
is not available to your adversary. It is 
given to you by the great Coach, Himself, 
and it reads: “Whosoever will save his 
life shall lose it; but whosoever will lose 
his life for my. sake, the same shall save it” 
(Luke 9:24). Thus, if you want to win 
the greatest of all games, play by the win- 
ning rule. That is what Paul did—and 
he won,

6. Paul preached the same Gospel as the 
true missionary today, but Paul was a 
the Gospel as well as preaching the Gospe 
That.is, the glorified Lord was continuing his 
work and his teaching through the Apostles 
until the Church was established and the 
ee was complete. 

So far as his life has been revealed to 
ac “Paul’s faith in Christ cost him his fam- 
ily association, his place in the Jewish San- 
hedrin, his good report among his own race, 


his bodily healch, and probably some years 
off his normal lifetime. 
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8. His rejection and persecution by his own. 
race; his untold bodily. suff re- 


erings 
peated dangers; his several imprisonments; 


his times of defenses = he turned into 
opportunities to win a soul for his Lord; his 
very martyr’s death. 


9. To bear Christ’s name to Jews and Gen- 
tiles the world over, even before kings and 
rulers, and to suffer great things for his 
aa (Acts 9: 15, 16). 

None of the New Testament books are 
intended as biographies. Only certain things 
in our Lord’s life are included. Nothing is 
recorded of the many labors of the apostles, 
with the exception of Peter and John, and 
only a little of their labors. Acts includes as 
much as is needed for the purpose of reveal- 
ing the establishing of the Church and its 
doctrine and the preaching of the Gospel to 
the Gentiles, including the rejection by the 
Jews. The events in Paul’s life that are 
important for these purposes are recorded.

A Prayer Before the Lesson.—Our Father, we 
have been stirred. by the marvelous story of 
thy dealings with the apostle Paul. We thank 
thee for the lessons that have come to us from 
his faithful life. We would ourselves be more 
faithful in the things to which thou hast called 
us. Give us, we pray thee, courage to meet 
the problems of this our day. Grant that we 
may be steadfast in the midst of a restless 
world. Help us to hold true to thy Word, and 
may we not be turned away from it by false 
teaching. Grant that no desire for worldly suc- 
cess may occupy us to the forgetting of our 
calling as thy children, and may we bear a 
bold and glad testimony to our faith in .the 
Lord Jesus Christ, in whose name we pfay. 
Amen. 

After the Lesson.—In this brief lesson 
today we have a summing up of Paul’s 
life purpose. Nothing else seemed impor- 
tant to him as he thought of his longing 
to be like Christ, not having his own right- 
eousness, but “the righteousness which is 
of God by faith.”. He did not congratulate 
himself on any wonderful achievements, but 
he did most earnestly long to push on, “for- 
getting those things which are behind, and 
reaching forth unto those things which are 
before.” Have. you. thought of what a 
change there was in his life when he ceased 
to be.a persecutor and became a new man_ 
in Christ, a man such as this lesson de- 
scribes? Have we set our. purpose on a 
plane that-is as high as it should be? Are 
we sufficiently interested in the “high call- 
ing of God in Christ Jesus”? That word 
“high” also means “upward.”’ Not the dead 
level of self-life with its downward pull, 
but the life that is listening to God as he 
calls it upward through faith in the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Let us dig deep into the les- 
sons of this last quarter, as we think of the 
life of the ‘great apostle, and let us ask 
ourselves the question, How much can I 
learn from him .as he, led by the Spirit, 
pressed on toward the mark set before him?

“The Eagle’s Nest

THERE ‘was a mist of April. rain, 
through which newly sprouted wheat -

Their light beaks gleamed like 
glass as they perched near the nests in 
which soon they would begin to lay their 
sky-blue eggs. One of the nests had been 
pre-empted by a great horned owl who was 
rearing two little owlets in the same. We 
could see the two ear tufts or “horns” of 
the fierce mother showing above the, sticks 
of the nest before she floated away on wide, 
muffled wings like a great moth, and we 
wondered what would happen to the little 
herons in the heronry if she were still 
there when they hatched. 

As we watched the great birds circling 
around the nesting trees, a speck showed in 
mid-sky far above the highest of the herons, 
and with our field glasses we caught a 
glimpse of a snowy head and tail and a 
pair of wings stretched straight against 
the blue, quite different from the up-curved 
wings of the osprey or the turkey vulture. 

“Bald eagle!” we shouted in chorus, and 
knew that we were approaching the domain 
of that king of the air. 

A few miles farther on and we came to 
a dead tree on the edge of Delaware Bay 
with a cart load of dry sticks in its top. 
Years before we had found that this tree 
was evidently owned by a bird syndicate, 
for a great-horned owl nested therein Feb- 
ruary, a bald eagle a year after in March, 
and:an osprey two months later in May. 
Today, however, the nest was deserted by 
them all, and although we scanned the sky 
from all points of the compass we could 
see no sign of an eagle. Once a rough- 
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legged hawk flew by, that black hawk 
who by rights belongs much farther west. 
Again a pair of mated black ducks whizzed 
through the sky, looking for some dry 
bank where beneath a bush they would build 
a nest rimmed with down from the mother 
duck’s breast. Then we heard the loud 
call of the red-bellied woodpecker and 
caught a glimpse of his gray speckled back. 
A little later in a patch of snow that still 
lingered in a field we found the nest of a 
killdeer, that plover who wears two black 
rings around his neck and whose wild cry 
comes down to us in the North from gray 
March skies, 

At last, in the middle of the wide marsh, 
we discovered several suspicious-looking 
masses of sticks in the tops of some high 
trees. Pushing our way through mud and 
water and thickets, laced with barbed green 
brier, we finally reached them. The first 
three proved to be deserted osprey nests. 
By that time the sun was setting, and we 
were on the point of turning back when 
we discovered another nest half a mile to 
the west in :a.towering sweet gum tree: 
Wet and bedraggled, we finally reached it, 
and almost immediately an eagle flew out 


of the tree calling “pleet, pleet, pleet,” as‘: 


she. circled above ‘the nest, an absurd. little 
note for so large a bird. She was joined 
by her mate, and the two magnificent birds 
wheeled around the tree as one of our party 
began to climb to the nest. When he was 
half way up, both of them swooped down 


upon him with open beaks and outstretched ° 


talons. Fifteen feet from his head; how- 
ever, they swerved off, and, wheeling higher 
and higher, disappeared in the sky. It 
seemed absolutely impossible that he could 
reach the top of the nest, which was fully 
six feet thick and stretched out all the way 
around the trunk. However, digging his 
climbers in deep, he began to break his 
way through the mass of sticks, pulling 
out one after another until he made a 
tunnel in one side of the nest through which 
he dragged himself to the top. There in 
a hollow trimmed with shredded bark and 
lined with dry moss he found a single blu- 
ish-white egg, the size of a goose egg. 

The trip down was, as always, more dan- 
gerous than the climb up. Lowering him- 
self through the tunnel he had to swing 
like a pendulum seventy-five feet above the 
ground until he could sink his climbers 
deep into the bark of the tree, and we all 
were much relieved when he finally reached 
the ground in safety. 

A little later, as we drove down past 
swampy meadows in the dusk, we heard 
among the jingling notes of the hylas, a 
single call from the ground which sounded 
like the note of a night-hawk, although that 
bird would not be back for another month. 
Once again it sounded, “peent, peent, peent,”’ 
and we suddenly recognized it as the open- 
ing note of the rare vespers of a wood- 
cock. Suddenly: from different parts of 
the dim sky fell 4 succession of loud, sweet 
notes, as the woodcock in his ecstasy cir- 
cled around in the dusk above us and sang 
his love song. Then he alighted and fin- 
ished with the same night-hawk note with 
which he had begun. 

Late that evening in an old inn we gath- 
ered around a blazing fire and ate one of 
the best dinners ever served to tired and 
hungry ornithologists.

O CERTAIN members of a party of 
young men, who were climbing one of 
the highest mountains in the Adirondacks, 
the trail seemed unnecessarily circuitous 
and difficult. It appeared from below 
that a much more direct route might have 
been taken, and when the marked trail led 
over a particularly rough and miry stretch 
these young men became almost convinced 
they had been unwise to follow the trail 
carefully marked out by the rangers. 
However, when some time later they 
came out on a rise of ground and were 
able to look back upon the way they had 
come, they saw that what had appeared 
below to be a more direct route led to an 
impassable precipice. 


Today, as we stand at the close of 1933 
and look back upon the way we have 
come, perhaps we, too, shall be able to 
see that many of the difficulties and seem- 
ingly unnecessarily hard places were after 
all God’s loving providences. Perhaps that 
thing that we desired so much and that, 
from the lower end of the trail looked 
so alluring and inviting, we now may see 
would not have brought the happiness we 
expected. Perhaps that illness that seemed 
so puzzling at the time, now gleams as a 
bright spot because of the lessons learned. 

And if our realization of the “all things” 
working together for good, mentioned in 
our Scripture lesson, does not seem quite 
so assured as did Paul’s, let us not fail 
to remember that Paul’s statement is con- 
ditional. All things do not work together 
for good to every one. It is only those 
who love God and are earnestly seeking 
to find and follow his plan who may con- 
fidently rest upon these “all things.” There- 
fore, in looking back over the past year, 
let us ask God to help us see where our 
failure and wilfulness and sin have hindered 
him from working out the “all things” for 
us. 
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But a backward, look never accomplishes 
its full purpose without a forward look as

Near the close of the year in one of 
the Sunday night meetings conducted by 
the spiritual leader, the skeptic friend of 
the American student made an open con- 


‘fession of his faith. in Christ.

Over and over again the New Testa- 
ment refers to death as “sleep.” It is not 
necessary, therefore, for the Ontario reader 
to ask why THe Sunpay ScHoot Times 
does not believe Christ. The only .ques- 
tion is what our Lord meant when he said 
to the friends of Jairus who “wept and 
wailed greatly,” “The damsel is not dead, 
but sleepeth.” It is generally believed by 
sound students of the Scriptures that the 
daughter of Jairus had died. Thus Mat- 
thew Henry in his invaluable commentary 
says: 

He raised the dead child to life. . It 
was evident beyond dispute, that the ‘child 
was really and truly dead. Their laughing 
Christ to scorn for saying, She is not dead, 
but sleepeth, though highly reprehensible, 
serves for the proof of this. He put out 
of the house those who were so ignorant 
in things of God as not to understand him 
when he spoke of death as a sleep, or so 
scornful as to ridicule him for it. 

The equally trustworthy Commentary of 
Jamieson, Fausset and Brown calls atten- 
tion to the statement in Luke 8:53, that 
the mourners “laughed him to scorn, know- 
ing that she was dead,” and calls this an 

“important testimony to the reality of her 
death.” 

Paul, decitaring ra revelation that be- 
lievers who are living when the Lord comes 
again shall be changed without dying, does 
not use the word “die,” but says: “We

It is true, as the Ontario reader si 


that our Lord said of Jairus’ daughter: 
“The damsel is not dead, but sleepeth.” 
But all that precedes and follows this state- 
- ment in the narrative of the miracle seems 
to show that the little girl had experienced 
physical death, and that the Lord was tell- 
ing the hopeless mourners that her death 
was not of the hopeless character they sup- 
posed, As Jamieson says, “So brief her 
state of death as to be more like a short 
sleep.” And the Lord’s word to Jairus 
himself looks toward the miracle of raising 
the dead, for when messengers from Jairus’ 
house brought the word, “Thy daughter 
is dead,” the Lord at once spoke to him the 
reassuring words: “Be not afraid, only 
_believe.” It does not seem probable that 
this word, strengthening the father’s faith, 
would have been spoken if death had not 
occurred. 
__. The question where the spirit of the 
““damsel had gone when death occurred, and 
whence the Lord called her spirit back, is 
not one that can be answered -by men. Only 
God tould give us the answer, and he has 
not seen best to do so in his Word. Per- 
haps we can get the answer by asking 
Jairus’ daughter when we are with her in 
the Lord’s presence.
